Body of Victim, Ernest 
Midwinter, Interred 
at Calgary

CALGARY, Aug. 
Suspects were taken in charge by Al- 
berta Provincial police officers Wed- 
nesday in connection with the death 
of Ernest Midwinter, local taxi driver, 
who was fatally shot and robbed of 
his car and valuables by fotir men on 
the Macleod trail. south of Calgary, 
last Saturday night. After being 
searched and questioned the men were 
released 

Four days have passed since the 
26-year-old taxi driver was fatally 
shot, bound and gagged and tossed into 
the ditch by the roadside and city and 
Provincial police forces continue to 
answer calls from every corner of the 
district, in which the shooting and 
robbery took place, from persons eager 
to help in the search for the murder- 
ers of the taxi driver. 

Today at 2 p.m. the body of the vic- 
tim will be laid to rest in the Burns- 
land cemetery and still his death re- 
mains a mystery as far as the ident- 
ity of the killers are concerned. Sergt. 
R. H. Purdy, commanding the Calgary 
detachment of the Alberta Provincial 
Police, declared t the search for 
the men will be continued

The 
same yellow blocks indicate to the pe- 
destrian that they are safé in crossing 
because drivers are forbidden to con- 


tinue over a through street without first 
coming to a halt. 

As far as Edmonton is concerned the 
painting of the streets and the sounding 
of the loud warnings about jav walking 
seem to have been mere official gés- 
ures. If the city is to be kept safe from 
traffic accidents, pedestrians will have 
to learn that the place to cross the 
street is between the painted lines and 
nowhere else. 

Motorists, too, must be taught that 
the city did not go to the expense of 
painting the streets just for the pur- 
pose of giving drawing lessons to some 
of the unemployed, nor for the purpose 
of making the pavements look brighter. 

Drivers must also learn that the rule 
about stopping at an intersection is 
rigid. The mere tooting of a horn will 
no longer serve as a sufficient warning 
for a pedestrian, crossing between the 
painted lines, to jump out of the way. 
The stop blocks should be installed at 
once at all through street intersections, 
so that the responsibility for accidents 
at these crossings will be practically 
automatically fixed. 

Having started out on this traffic 
reform, it is now up to the authorities 
to see that it is carried out. Jay walking 
should be ruthlessly stamped out. Of- 
fending, selfish, and careless motorists 
should be punished severely for traffic 
law infraction, because, as ‘the city 
grows, traffic problems will increase in 
number, and, if there already is an effi- 
clent set of traffic regulations in effect, 
future difficulties will be met more 
easily. 

If; as seems to be the case at pres- 
ent, the problems are to be left to work 
themselves out, then Edmonton has 
wasted a lot of good white paint.

Clearly the first step is to list the 
factors that produced the amazing 
prosperity of the years 1922-1929 
I shall pass by such obvious factors 
as our fund of native gctnius for 
manufacture and management. the 
fertility of our natural resources, 
and a great domestic market un- 
hampered by internal tariff bar- 
riers. I shall go directly to the dis- 
cussion of ten specia] factors that 
most stud?nts of economic America 
agree ministered particularly to the 
prosperty of the decade just closed 

(1) The World war 

The war and the deflation that 
followed it left almost half of the 
world's gold supply in America's 
lap. This made possible an elab- 
orate Ameriean credit structure in 
scale with an era of unprecedented 
industrial and commercial expan- 
sion. Post-war America was ¢co- 
nomically healthy and industrially 
efficient. Post-war Europe was eco- 
nomically sick and _ industrially 
backward And war-racked 
Europe needed more goods and 
machines than she could herself 
produce 

(2) The automobile industry 

Th> mass passion for automobiles 
and the mass production of auto- 
mobiles at a price the millions could 
pay was, perhaps, the greatest single 
domestic factor in the prosperity 
of the last.decade. We were pro- 
ducing 5.000.000 cars annually be- 
fore the storm started 

(3) The suburban building boom 

With cities becoming increasingly 
unliveable centres, with realtors 
bringing a restless eagerness and a 
rare efficitncy to their enterprise, 
with capital and credit for home- 
butiding readily available, and with 
cheap automobiles to carry men 
from their work to their wives. the 
last ten years saw new homcs épring 
up like muhrooms throughout sub- 
urban America. This building boom 
accounted for billions of dollars in 
the prosperous business of the last 
decade 

(4) The anew religion of style 

In the decade fur ended, Amer- 
icans embraced the new religion of 
style and became addicted to annua! 
models in almost everything but the 
parish pump. This added to the 
normal market for things needed 
for utility’ sake a new. if not ab- 
normal, market for things wanted 
for style’s sake.
